In fact our seedling stock equals what is often supplied as transplants and right 
now some are even showing buds. The varieties and strain quality is the very highest, many of our items being originated in our own gardens. 


The shipping season is now in full swing and plants may safely be shipped to any State in the United States until March twentieth next. 
Our winters are such that it is only rarely that the weather delays the preperation of plants for shipment more than a few days. All the 
plants we send out are freshly dug, carefully wrapped in a special paper wrapper and Spagnum moss. They are shipped without soil in special 
constructed wood boxes—strong yet very light. Our thirty nine years experience in plant shipping gives the greatest possible assurence of safe 
arrival and good stock, EARLY ORDERING IS ADVISED as we have not completed a season for many years without running short of stock.

material, especially cloth and burlap bags we are compelled 

_ to make an additional charge for packing bulbs in future. 
Otherwise the entire price schedule would have to be adjusted 
and we believe this the best way of handling the matter at 
the moment, 

A minimum charge of 25 cents will be made on 
each order for Gladiolus to cover packing material 
costs. On number one size bulbs the packing charge 
will be at the rate of 30c per 1,000; No. 2 at 25¢ 
per 1,000; No. 3 at 20c per 1,000; No. 4 at 1d5e per 
1,000. In all eases 500 bulbs or less take the minimum 
packing charge, larger quantities will be prorated 
in half thousand units. Be sure and remit this when 
ordering.

Plant Neu 


Pansy and Viola seeds may be planted now indoors and 
as late as mid-February to obtain good plants for spring 
setting. These seeds should be sown in flats in a cool house 
or slightly heated frame. If sown thinly they may be carried 
in the seed flats for two months and then transplanted into 
cold frames, or the open garden if your climate will permit. 


Now is also an ideal time for the California grower to 
seed additional stock, especially if they are to be offered in 
February and March from flats. 


A good, rich, sandy loam soil should be used and seeds 
may be broadcasted in flats after the surface of the soil has 
been lightly tamped. Cover not more than ;4; inch deep with 
granulated peat moss, or peat moss and loam. Carry at about 
50 degrees until germination takes place and plants have 
fourth leaves. They may then be held colder if it is desir- 
able to delay development of tops until conditions are suit- 
able for transplanting outside or in frames.
